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PRODUCES NEWS PRINT AT GREATLY REDUCED COST 


New System Invented by A. H. Lefebvre Will, It Is Said, Revolutionize the News Print Industry; New 
Process Is Now in Practical Operation in the Black River Mill of the St. Regis Paper Company— 
News Print Manufacturers in the Vicinity of Watertown Are Manifesting Great Interest— 
Paper Made by New Process to Be Tested This Week on Printing Presses. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.] 
Watertown, N. Y., 1916.—Without 
greatest boon to the newsprint industry since its infancy is just 
being demonstrated in actual practice. By all indications it will 
revolutionize the business, and its great beauty is in the fact that 
it reduces the present cost by about 50 per cent. While patents 
are applied for, it is a system instead of a machine, and it is not

expected a patent will be granted. 
System in Practical Operation 


A. H. Lefebvre of Black River is the man who has invented the 
new system and it has been placed in practical operation in the 
Black River Mill of the St. Regis Paper Company. There is not 
2 newsprint manufacturer in this section who has not familiarized 
himself with the Lefebvre system, and there is not a man of them 
who is not perfectly satisfied that a wonderful advantage is found 
in this new idea. In fact, Mr. Lefebvre has been offered by local 
manufacturers one dollar a ton on all paper produced during the 
first year it is-in operation in their plants, and if he gets a patent 
they agree to pay him 25 cents per ton royalty thereafter. They 
have offered to form an independent company that will see that 
ell manufacturers adopting the Lefebvre system make the same 
contribution. Mr. Lefebvre has agreed to accept this proposition, 
and it is probable that within the near future his system will be 
cperating in all the mills of this section, and possibly throughout 
the country. 

lor'a long time this inventor has been experimenting with his 
new idea, which manufactures a stronger sheet of paper that re- 
auires half the usual amount of ink in printing, and is made with- 
out sulphite, clay, rosin or alum. It may be seen that in the 
absence of the above-mentioned ingredients there will be a big 
reduction in cost, and besides this not nearly the amount of water 
is required in the process. The paper is better and the cost is 
less, so there is an advantage at both ends. 


To Be Tried on Newspaper Presses 


Last week eight rolls of this Lefebvre System paper was run off 
the: machine at the Black River mill, and for the first time the 
system is to be tried out Tuesday on the Watertown Daily Standard 
presses. This paper will be used on four pages of the paper and 
paper manufacturers throughout the country will anxiously await 
a copy of this paper to have an opportunity of comparing the 
quality of the paper with the other pages of the issue which are 
printed on paper furnished by the Deferiet mill of the St. Regis 
Paper Company on regular contract. 

It is unusual for an inventor to divulge the details of his dis- 
covery which is liable to be covered with patents before the patent 
officé has passed upon the application of the inventor, but in this 
case Mr. Lefebvre has consented to tell all about it. He claims 
there is no single feature of the system which is not already in 
use-and familiar to all manufacturers of paper. 

The distinctive feature of the Lefebvre System is the fact that 
the paper is made entirely of ground-wood, as against paper con- 
taining chemical fibre, etc. 


Inventor Describes System 


In explaining his system, Mr. Lefebvre said: 
“In producing paper from wood, both chemically and mechani- 
cally, during the past fifty years, it has been customary to screen 
the product through very fine perforations to separate the fibre 





tit for paper from the sand, bark, knots, over-cooked wood, pieces 
of metal, etc., that would follow the wood through the various 
processes required to make paper. The rejected material was 
sometimes wasted, or used to make an inferior quality of paper, 
Many mills have systems of refining to recover the fibres adhering 
Their product can be distin- 


to the rejected materials. easily 


vuished, as the refiners make the knots, sand, bark, etc., so fine 
that it is evenly distributed throughout the finished paper, the 
finest screens being too course to keep out the dirt contained in 
the screenings. 

“Here is the theory: Water will wear away a grain of sand in 
a certain length of time which we will call a day for comparison 
sake. It will dissolve a grain of resinous material used to cement 
together the small fibres that form a piece of wood in a certain 
length of time which we will call a minute. We then have 1440 
times as much time at our disposal while the grain of sand is 
being reduced to powder as we need to separate the small wood 
fibres from the sand which may be attached to it by the very resin- 
ous material we are waiting to have dissolved by the water. It 
then becomes a very simple problem, for almost all material unfit 
for paper has a lower specific gravity, 
the water the sand, knots, bark, etc., sink and are not acted upon 
by the water moving over them. 


While wood fibres float in 


The result is the Lefebvre system. 

“As the pulp leaves the grinders it is passed through coarse 
screens to keep out the slabs and edgings that are allowed to slip 
between the grinder pockets and the grindstone. 
pieces of wood are shredded into small pieces and are then allowed 
to go through the 34-inch perforations to mix with the fine pulp 
and be treated in twenty successive scrubbing tanks where nearly 
all the unfit material is separated and dropped. Each scrubbing 
tank discharges into the next one until the settling tank is reached. 
This is of slightly greater depth, but of ten times the area, so that 
the water nearly comes to a state of rest. This permits the knots 
and bark to sink slowly while the pulp remains suspended. 

“The water cannot be allowed to stand long, as the good fibre 
has a tendency to become waterlogged and settle in a layer imme- 
diately above the unfit material. A pump takes the water from 
the settling tank and discharges it into a vertical conduit about 
twenty feet high, but of such capacity that the water travels up- 
ward very slowly, not exceeding twenty feet per minute. Nothing 
having a specific gravity heavier than water can follow up the tube. 

“From the top of the vertical conduit the water discharges into 
the regular pulp screen, where all fibres small enough to pass 
through the perforations are carried to the paper machine and into 
paper. The material rejected by the screens is conducted back to 
the shredder to mix with the fresh pulp being produced. It passes 
over the scrubing tanks again as many times as may be required 
to reach the ultimate smallness to pass through the perforations 
in the screens at the head of the paper machines. 

“There is no place in the system to waste fibre or water. The 
same water is used over and over, and the Lefebvre system being 
used primarily to extract material unfit for paper, extracts the dirt 
from the water, so that starting with a supply of water obtained 
from the Black river, full of leaves, twigs, sand and clay, a few 
hours makes the water clean. It is used in this system from four 
to six weeks before it is necessary to let it run off, when the 
settling basin and scrubbing tanks are emptied of the material 
deposited by gravity that was unfit for paper. 

“The quantity of final rejection is very small, 200 tons of finished 
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paper showing a yield of sand, knots, bark, etc., of about 200 
pounds when using 140 cords of peeled spruce to produce the 
200 tons of paper. The cleanness and fineness of the pulp de- 
pends upon the desires of the manufacturer. The pure water and 
pure fibre do not seem to have the wearing effect upon the screen 
plates. 

“The strength of the sheet is about 10 per cent greater than 
the sulphite sheet, due to the better formation on the paper ma- 
chine. This is due to what is called ‘slowness’ of the ground-wood 
when compared to chemical fibre. The water does not part com- 
pany with the ground-wood fibres as readily as it does with the 
chemical fibre, hence it is necessary to ‘free’ it up. This is ac- 
complished by heating the mixture about 10 degrees, and then the 
water leaves rapidly enough to permit the sheet to be made and 
dried at the same speed as the commercial newsprint with a per- 
centage of sulphite. The presence of the water later results in a 
more opaque sheet which has two advantages. The ink on a paper 
does not show through quite so readily as it does on the regular 
sulphite sheet. In the second place it requires only about one-half 
as much ink. The closer formation of the paper brings about this 
result.” 


Saving in Help and Machinery 


Mr. Lefebvre then went on to outline the saving in help and 
machinery to the mill. He demonstrated the details of how there 
would be a saving of about one-half in the cost of manufacture, 
and his process is even more rapid than the old methods. 

Local manufacturers are taking a special interest in this matter 
in the hope of being able to make some changes that will assist in 
the reduction of the high cost of production of a commodity that 
is already reaching an unusually high price. 


To Go from U. S. Paper Laboratory to Crane Mill 
[From OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT, } 

Wasuincton, D. C., November 27, 1916.—C. F. Sammet, assist- 
ant chief of the paper laboratory of the Bureau of Chemistry will 
leave the government service on January 1 to become associated 
with the Crane mill at Dalton, Mass., according to an announce- 
ment made today. Mr. Sammet, who has been in the Bureau 
laboratory for more than twelve years, is looked upon here as 
being especially well up in paper research work, and he will carry 
on this research work for the Crane mill. His successor has not 
yet been appointed at the laboratory and no one probably will until 
after he leaves the first of the year. 


Shipments of Foreign Rope 
[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

Boston, Mass., November 27, 1916.—The International Pur- 
chasing Company reports that it has several thousand tons of 
English rope, engaged for shipment and that it is in receipt of 
almost daily cables advising of additional engagements. Recent 
advices from London stated that permits had been received on 
successive days by the company’s agents for the shipment of 500 
itons, 750 tons, and 125 tons of foreign rope. 


Hammermill Paper Co. Increases Capital 


At a meeting of the directors and stockholders of the Hammer- 
mill Paper Company, held at Erie, Pa, on November 14, the 
capital stock of the company was increased from $1,500,000 to 
$3,000,000. That portion of the original capital which was for- 
merly held abroad has now been entirely purchased by local in- 
terests. The management, all of whom are residents of Erie, re- 
mains unchanged.

NEWS PRINT INVESTIGATION 
IS FIXED FOR DECEMBER 12 


Those Who Desire to Be Heard Are Requested to Notify the 


Interstate Commerce Commission as Soon as Possible so 
That Arrangements May Be Made to Accommodate Every 
One—Expert Employed by the A. N. P. A. to Investi- 
gate Paper Situation Has, It Is Said, Put in Report Find- 
ing No Cases of Discrimination—Previously Collusion 


Had Been Said to Exist. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. } 


Wasuincton, D. C., November 27, 1916—Announcement was 
made following a meeting of the Federal Trade Commission last 
Friday that a hearing would be held in the news print investi- 
gation on December 12. The Commissioners, desirous of having 
the hearing as soon as possible, tried to set a date during the 
week of December 4, but it was impossible for some of the Com- 
missioners to be here that week, owing to previous engagements, 
and so December 12 was set. Those who desire to testify at the 
hearing have been requested to notify the Commission as soon 
as possible, so that arrangements can be made to hear everyone 
desiring to be heard. 


The Formal Announcement 
In its formal announcement the Commission says: 


“At a. meeting of the Federal Trade Commission held to-day 
(Friday), December 12 at 10:30 a. m. was fixed as the time for 
a public hearing in connection with its news print paper investi- 
gation. Invitation to be present or to be represented at the 
hearing is extended to the manufacturers of news print paper, 
to jobbers and dealers in news print paper, to publishers, and to 
others interested. The Commission requests that those expect- 
ing to be present and to testify will notify the Commission at an 
early date, in order that plans may be made accordingly.” 

It is impossible to tell at this time whether the hearings will 
last more than one day, but it is understood from officials of the 
Commission that should more than one day be necessary to hear 
those who desire to testify that ample time will be given, and 
therefore it may go over to another day. 


No Collusion Among Manufacturers 


In connection with this news print investigation, an interesting 
story has developed here as a result of the visit last week of 
Frank B. Glass, vice-president of the American Newspaper Pub- 
lishers Association, to the effect that the paper expert which was 
employed by this association to investigate the paper situation 
and report any cases of discrimination has put in a report finding 
none. His report to the association, it is said, is to the effect 
that the only way that the present prices can be reduced is by 
erecting more news print mills. 


Industry Should Be Well Represented 


Now that the date for the hearing has been set by the Commis- 
sion it seems as though arrangements should be made to have 
some of the leading news print manufacturers here so that noth- 
ing but correct statements will be read into the records of the 
Commission. At the last hearing, it may be remembered, a wild 
statement was made by one of the newspaper publishers, which 
certainly would have gone unchallenged, had not the president 
of the mill been present to absolutely brand the statement as 
false. It is understood that there is quite a movement on foot 
among the publishers to have a good-many here and the paper 
mills should certainly be as well represented. 
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G. H. P. GOULD SELLS ST. REGIS PAPER COMPANY 


Deal Includes the Large Plant at Defereits, the Mill at Herrings, the One at Black River and Also Fifty-eight 
Thousand Acres of Timber Lands, and Is the Largest Deal of the Kind Ever Consummated in the 
Black River Section—Celestine C. Burns Becomes General Manager—Combination of Men 


Interested in This Deal Will, It Is Said, Broaden the Present Scope of Activity. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 


WatTERTOWN, N. Y., November 27, 1916.—A deal was culminated 
here last week whereby President G. H. P. Gould, of Lyons Falls, 
sold out his interest in the St. Regis Paper Company, and control 
of that concern passed to another group of men. It was the 
largest paper manufacturing deal ever closed in this section. The 
syndicate of men who took over this large concern was headed 
by David M. Anderson, Celestine C. Burns, Floyd L. Carlisle, 
Frank A. Empsall, and Dewit C. Middleton, all of this city, and 
others. The deal includes the large plant at Defereits, the mill 
at Herrings and the one at Black River, and also fifty-eight thou- 
sand acres of timber lands. 


C. C. Burns Becomes General Manager 


In addition to the stock of President Gould, that held by his 
son, Harry P. Gould, and George W. Knowlton was transferred 
to the new interests. This company is capitalized at two million 
dollars, half preferred and half common stock. More than half 
of both classes of stock were transferred, thus insuring the new 
interests control of ‘the company. Celestine C. Burns, former 
president of the Northern New York Utilities, Inc., takes the 
position of general manager, succeeding Harry P. Gould, and goes 
on the board of directors with Messsrs. Anderson, Carlisle, Mid- 
dleton and Empsall. 

Just what rate above or below par was paid for the stock has 
not been divulged, nor have any of these new owners seen fit to 
state the amount of cash involved in the deal. It is understood 
that considerably more than a million dollars changed hands, and 
that Mr. Gould made a handsome profit. Aside from the three 
above-mentioned retiring gentlemen, it is understood no others 
sold out. As soon as a meeting of the directors can be held it is 
probable a new president will be elected. It is said that there will 
be no changes in the working forces and official management 
beyond a new president and the change in general managers. 
Floyd L. Carlisle is now treasurer of the company, and will be 
continued in that position. 

D. M. Anderson was formerly a director in the St. Regis Com- 
pany, but he sold out his stock when Mr. Gould entered. At that 
time George C. Sherman, president of the Taggart Paper Com- 
pany, sold a major portion of his stock to Mr. Gould. The latter 
still retains stock and is on the board of directors. D. C. Mid- 
dleton is one of the wealthy financiers of this section, F. A. Emp- 
sall is the head of a chain of department stores in this section, 
and all members of the new syndicate are men of large interests 
in this section. 


Defereits Plant Largest in Section 


The Defereits plant is the largest in this section, and is much 
larger than the other two in the group. Besides the news print 
mill, with a capacity of one hundred and sixty tons a day and 
forty extra tons daily of sulphite pulp, the whole village belongs 
to the company. Excellent power facilities are afforded by a 
long canal built a few years ago at an expense of a million dollars. 

Since the big strike at this plant over a year ago, brought about 
by the absolute refusal of President Gould to accede to demands 
of the union, it is known that this plant has not been able to 
reach its highest efficiency. Strike breakers were imported, and 
since that time the union has not been recognized, although the 





strike was never officially settled. It is claimed that it was not 
possible to bring the mill up to its full capacity production since 
the old experienced men left the plant. Nothing has been said 
about the possibility of again unionizing this mill 


matter that will be taken up later. 


This is a 


Other Plants of the Company 


The mill at Herrings has a capacity of about thirty tons of 
manila daily and about twenty extra tons of sulphite pulp daily 
for the market. This surplus sulphite pulp is a very satisfactory 
commodity at present prices. The Black River plant produces 
about twenty tons of manila paper a day. These two mills were 
purchased by the St. Regis Paper Company from the late W. P, 
Herring about four years ago. 

The three mills employ about seven hundred hands and turn 
out about two hundred and ten tons of paper daily, besides making 
about sixty tons of surplus sulphite daily. A total of twelve 
thousand horsepower is developed at the Defereits plant. The 
timber tract owned by this company is situated in Franklin county, 
near St. Regis Falls. 


Rumors Regarding Other Deals 


Another rumor has gained circulation here to the effect that 
this new combination of men who swung this deal, with some 
other capitalists and manufacturers added, will even broaden the 
present scope of activities. Although it has been emphatically 
denied, it is reported that control of the Donnacona Paper Com- 
pany, with the mills in Quebec, may be gained, and further that 
the Dexter Sulphite Pulp & Paper Company may be drawn into 
the combine. This latter mill is owned by Dr. James Campbell 
and his brother, and it is said they are taking an interest in this 
new scheme. 

None of the new interests is ready to state what the future 
will bring forth. It is claimed that there will be no change in the 
policies of the company at present. It is not believed that any 
outside interests are mixed up in the deal in any manner, but 
that this is a purely financial investment. 


Officers to Be Elected This Week 


A meeting will be held some time this week at which the elec- 
tion of directors and officers will take place. Besides the men 
mentioned above as directors, J. A. Mollenhawer, Jonathan Buck- 
ley and Alvah Miller, all of New York, will be continued as di- 
rectors, and William K. Dick, of New York, will succeed his 
father, J. Henry Dick, on the directorate. Mr. Dick recently 
married Mrs. John Jacob Astor. 

The report has gained circulation here that it is possible that 
the new owners of the St. Regis Paper Company are not in the 
business permanently, but may be influenced to accept a propo- 
sition from the New York World, or some other of the interests 
that are anxious to secure a paper mill in this section

FREE STORAGE OF WOOD PULP 


Says Such Service Without Due Compensation Fails to Recog- 
nize Definite Relation Between Service and Compensation 
Which Should Characterize the Business of Common 
Carrier—Record Is Inconclusive as to Cost of Such Serv- 
ice—Defendants Will Therefore Be Expected to Submit 
for Approval Within Sixty Days Such Proposed Measures 
as in Their Views Will Meet the Situation. 





[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.] 

Wasuincton, D. C., November 27, 1916.—In its opinion in the 
complaint filed by the Paper & Pulp Association, 
through its Mechanical and Pulp Division, against the rules and 
practices governing the importation of wood pulp and storage 
of same at Baltimore, Philadelphia and Newport News, Docket 
No. 8,320, the Interstate Commerce Commission, has the fol- 
lowing to say: 

Some Charges Substantially Sustained 

“In some of its charges, however, we find the complaint sub- 
stantially, if not conclusively, sustained. While recognizing. the 
right of carriers to modify their rates under the necessities of 
competition, we have never conceded them a right to reduce their 
charge below the cost of the service for which the charge is 
made. Rates which are not in some degree compensatory, neces- 
sarily discriminate in favor of the traffic transported under such 
rates and unduly prejudice other traffic which must make up the 


loss. 


American 


“Although the cost of storage service is not shown of record, 
and from the nature of the subject could not be exactly deter- 
mined, the evidence is sufficient to raise a very strong presump- 
tion that the handling, storage, and hauling of much of the wood 
pulp transported by the defendants during the year 1915 resulted 
in net losses to them. We have seen that imported wood pulp is 
stored by the Pennsylvania at both Baltimore and Philadelphia, 
in box cars. Undoubtedly this practice was adopted to meet the 
competition of the carriers which have piers. Assuming that the 
equipment thus used would otherwise be available for service, 
and that its value in service is no more than the ordinary de- 
murrage charge of $1 per day, it is clear that this item alone 
in many cases has absorbed any profit which the transportation 
might otherwise yield. 

“In order to prevent overcharges and discriminations under 
the pretext of additional services, Congress enacted in section 1 
that the entire body of such services, many of them, according 
to the theory of the common law, separable from the carrier’s 
service as carrier, should be included within the single term 
‘transportation’ and be subject to the provisions of the act re- 
specting reasonable rates and the like. And by section 6 no 
carrier may extend ‘any privileges or facilities’ save as these 
which have been duly specified. But the primary duty of a car- 
rier is to carry. And it is not the duty of a carrier, as such, to 
furnish storage beyond the reasonable time necessary for un- 
loading or removal. 


Somewhat Similar Question Passed Upon 


“Questions somewhat similar to that here presented were 
passed upon in Plymouth Coal Co., vs. D. L. & W. R. R. Co., 36, 
[. C. C, 76, and Plymouth Coal Co., vs. L. V. R. R. Co., 36, 
[. C. C.,, 140. In those cases it appeared that for many years the 
defendants there had provided for the storage, without addi- 
tional charge, in cars or in bins, of anthracite coal at certain 
tidewater points. Complaints were brought when the carriers 
filed tariffs imposing demurrage or storage charges for the serv- 


ice theretofore rendered without additional compensation, |p 
sustaining the demurrage charges, we said, page 78: 


‘Defendant's facilities for transferring coal to vessels 
at tidewater are modern and are more than adequate to 
meet any demands thus far made upon them. The free 
storage is purely a commercial convenience and not a 
transportation necessity. Upon this record, and in ac- 
cordance with the cases cited, we conclude that the de- 
murrage regulations in issue are reasonable.’ 


“Although no complaint from importers is here under consid- 
eration, it is evident that the present practices result in great 
inequality of service as between different shippers of import 
traffic, some of whom ship directly from the vessel without stor- 
age, while others receive storage far beyond the reasonable time 
required for removal. A rule which permits the shipper to use 
valuable facilities of the carrier for unlimited periods, while 
seeking to find markets for the goods stored, or while awaiting 
the convenience of the consumer, is not a proper rule, and the 
practice, as complainant charges, is beyond the functions of a 
common carrier. Such a practice may, and often does, conflict 
with those functions. Especially at times like these, when every 
car should be promptly unloaded and restored, to use in move- 
ment of traffic, and every channel of commerce should be kept 
open and unobstructed, congestion may result as well from mis- 
use of cars or terminal facilities as from the lack of them. The 
one reacts on the other. Moreover, rules which authorize such 
a service without compensation therefor, based upon the amount 
of service, fail to recognize the definite relationship between serv- 
ice and compensation which, in the public interest, should char- 
acterize the business of common carriers. Even if not resulting 
in direct loss the rules in their present form must be condemned, 
and should be replaced by others, allowing only such free time 
as may reasonably be required for unloading or removal, and 
reasonable charges for storage thereafter. 


Increased Charges Not Sanctioned 


“We are not to be understood as sanctioning increased charges 
upon imports moving through Philadelphia, Baltimore and New- 
port News. The rates for the whole service, including storage, 
are not in issue. When the port differentials were established 
by the carriers the storage practice was the same as now. 

“The record is inconclusive as to costs of service, and an ad- 
justment of regulations, applicable only to the commodity here 
dealt with, might not be practicable and satisfactory. 


Sixty Days to Propose Measures 


The carriers involved will be given sixty days wherein to pre- 
pare and submit to the Interstate Commerce Commission for its 
approval such proposed measures as will, in their judgment, mect 
the situation. 

The case was brought to the Commission by Luther M. Walter, 
John S. Burchmore and Rupert Barry for the complainant asso- 
ciation. The National Carbon Company and the Michigan Paper 
Mills Traffic Association appeared as interveners. As was brought 
out in evidence, it is the practice of the carriers serving the ports 
involved to allow the importers of wood pulp unlimited free time 
in which to dispose of their stocks. It was urged by counsel for 
the complainant that this leads to artificial market conditions, 
gives opportunity for speculation and, to this extent, acts detri- 
mentally to the interests of the domestic manufacturers and the 
public, that it results in undue advantage and prejudice to ports 
not similarly served and to the shippers of wood pulp at interior 
points on the lines of railroad involved. These lines include the 
Baltimore & Ohio, the Pennsylvania, the Western Maryland and 
the Chesapeake & Ohio roads.

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WALDORF PAPER CO. FORMED 
WITH CAPITAL OF $1,350,000 


Reports Come From Minneapolis Also of the Organization of 
a Company to Build a Big Pulp and Paper Mill at Mani- 
stique, Mich.—Lakeside Paper Company of Menasha Is 
Not to Be Sold to Consolidated Water Power & Paper 
Company of Grand Rapids as Reported—John R. 
Buchanan of Capital City Wire Cloth Manufacturing Co. 
Places Large Order with the Appleton Wire Works. 


[FROM OUKk REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 


Appleton, Wis., November 28, 1916.—Two reports from Min- 
neapolis, Minn., the last two days, one regarding the Waldorf 
Paper Company to be capitalized at $1,350,000, and the other re- 
garding the organization of a company to build a big paper and 
pulp mill at Manistique, Mich., might, as far as is known here at 
this time, be one and the same project, and might be two separate 
and distinct undertakings. Verification of a report printed in 
these columns some months ago was obtained a couple of days 
ago when it was announced that Francis W. Litttle and other Min- 
neapolis and St. Paul capitalists had purchased the water power 
rights on the Manistique river from the Consolidated Lumber 
Company and the Manistique Light and River Company, the deal 
involving several hundred thousand dollars. 

Of the property just purchased, 1,000 horsepower is already 
developed and from 4,000 to 6,5000 more horsepower are avail- 
able and much of it will be developed in the near future. With 
the announcement of the transfer of this power comes the word 
that the new owners expect at the earliest possible date to begin 
the construction of a big pulp and paper mill. In fact, the news 
of this deal has been made so specific that the date of March 1, 
1917, has been set as the time for the completion of the pulp mill. 

Whether or not the new Waldorf Paper Company, just incor- 
porated, is in any way connected with the Manistique deal has not 
been learned here, but the two announcements coming so close 
to each other and emanating from the same cities, and the capital 
for both enterprises being largely from Minneapolis and St. Paul, 
it is believed by some here they are either one and the same 
project or closely interwoven. Effort is being made to get at the 
facts, but to date the required information has not come to hand. 

Manistique is said to be an ideal place for a pulp and paper mill, 
both for the fact that there is more than enough waterpower to 
operate both plants and for the reason that a large part of the 
surrounding territory is covered with pulp wood timber that can 
be marketed at only! a very nominal cost. 


These are great days for rumors and reports in the paper and 


pulp industry. Recent important mill transfers seem to have 
brought forth a special consignment of reports of other prospec- 
tive mill sales. Last week, for instance, report was persistent to 
the effect that the Lakeside Paper Company of Menasha’ was 


negotiating a deal for the sale of its property to the Consolidated * 


Water Power and Paper Company of Grand Rapids, the same 
concern that recently purchased the property of the Interlake 
Pulp and Paper Company in this city. Information from the 
office of the Lakeside Company, however, as well as from promi- 
nent stockholders of the company, indicates the report is not 
founded on fact. “Our plant is not sold, nor is it going to be 
sold, so far as I know,” is the way Mr. Lachman put it when 
asked about the reported sale. Representatives of the Consoli- 
dated Company also denied they were negotiating for the pur- 
chase of the Menasha plant. 

In connection with the reported prospective sales comes a report 


to the effect that Appleton capitalists are being interested in 
new paper mill project at Two Rivers, a little city not far from 
Manitowoc, this state. It is understood a former Fox River 
Paper Company man is interesting himself in this project and 
that the coming week will see it sufficiently advanced to warrant 
the procurement of stock subscription promises. Two Rivers, 
it is understood, stands ready to help finance a half million dollar 
deal and the city is prepared to present a suitable site and make 
other concesssions if a company can be organized and a paper 
mill built there. It is understood, although this cannot be veri- 
fied, that those behind the deal are thinking of putting up a high- 
grade writing and bond paper mill. It is said the next week or 
ten days should develop sufficient substantial action to make it 
possible to make definite announcement by that time whether 
the project will succeed or fail. 


John R. Buchanan in Appleton 


John R. Buchanan, president of the Capital City Wire Cloth 
Manufacturing Company of Ottawa, Canada, formerly with the 
Appleton Wire Works, was in Appleton a few days last week 
placing an order for eleven new looms for his plant. The order 
was placed with the Appleton Machine Company, which concern 
is already more than loaded with business, but consented to take 
this additional order with the promise that delivery of the looms 
will be made at the earliest possible date. Mr. Buchanan de- 
clares, with the new looms installed, his plant will be operating a 
battery of nineteen, which will make the Capital City plant one 
of the largest of the kind in that part of this continent. The 
company is only a few years old and has grown by leaps and 
bounds. 

Wire cloth factories in this part of the country are growing 
quite as rapidly as the one in Ottawa. The Wisconsin Wire Works 
here is just completing a large addition to its plant. New looms 
are now being installed and will be ready for operation in the 
near future. The Appleton Wire Works recently completed a 
large addition to its plant and every available inch of floor space 
is now in use. 


Wood Camps Only Half Manned 


Plynn Earle, manager of the big pulp wood camp of the Inter- 
lake Pulp and Paper Company at Laona Junction, on the Pesh- 
tigo river, about seventy-five miles north of here, was in the city 
a few days last week securing men in preparation for the forth- 
coming season in the woods. Mr. Earle reports much difficulty 
getting enough men for the northern woods and says, while his 
camp is filled just at present, many of the camps in northern 
Wisconsin and Michigan are only half manned, with prospects 
of this condition continuing the rest of the winter. Men are not 
only scarce, but they are high priced. Wages are abnormally 
high—the highest they have ever been for that class of work— 
and the class of workmen only mediocre 


$20,000 Is Appreciated 

Nothing ever done by an Appleton employer has so cemented 
the tie between employer and employee as the act of the old 
Interlake Pulp and Paper Company last week in giving $20,000 
to its former employees who remained loyal to the company during 
the five-months’ strike which recently was broken. Enthusiastic 
expressions of future loyalty to the company and a feeling among 
laboring circles generally that employers are willing to meet faith- 
ful service half way indicate that it would indeed be a difficult 
task for any labor agitator to come here now and enlist the atten- 
tion of workingmen in any movement that would be distasteful 
to employers. The $20,000 sent here by the Interlake Company 
has been entirely distributed.

STARTS PLANT AT RUSSELL 


Has Reconstructed Mill of the Old Russell Falls Paper Com- 
pany and Is Making Glassine Paper, a Product Not 
Largely Made in America Previous to the European War 
—Production of One Machine Is Said to Have Been 
Sold for Year and Another Machine Will Soon Be 
Added—Interesting Career of Wilhelm H. O. Weber, 
Assistant to Arthur C. Hastings.

HotyoxE, Mass., November 27, 1916.—The Westfield River Paper 
Company at Russell, Mass., which bought up the property of the 
old Russell Falls Paper Company, started active operations for 
the first time last week. The Westfield River Paper Company 
is incorporated under the laws of Massachusetts and has a capital 
stock of $650,000. Philip L. Saltonstall of Boston is president of 
the company and William B. Wheelwright of the George W. 
Wheelwright Paper Company of Boston is treasurer and manager. 
Folk Becker, who has had many years experience in the art of 
paper-making, is superintendent of the concern. The head sales- 
man is Carl Becker, who will have offices in New York. The 
general offices of the company will be in Russell, and the officers 
with the exception of the president, will make their home there. 

The principal line of manufacture of the new company is glassine 
paper, a grade of paper that was manufactured on a very limited 
scale in this country previous to the outbreak of the European 
war. With importation cut off, the American manufacturers de- 
cided to experiment on this paper, and soon announcements came 
from different parts of the country that the paper manufacturers 
had actually begun the manufacture of this paper. One of the 
first to extensively manufacture this grade of paper in this city 
was the American Writing Paper Company, who because of its 
efficient organization found the manufacture of this paper a profit- 
able undertaking. 

In June last the Paper TRADE JouRNAL, through the columns of 
its Holyoke correspondence, was the first: to announce the retire- 
ment of William B. Wheelwright from the presidency of the Paper 
Makers’ Advertising Club, so that he could actively undertake the 
reorganization of the Westfield River Paper Company, then the 
Russell Falls Paper Company, which had suspended some time pre- 
vious because of lack of working capital. With plenty of financial 
support the organization of the new Westfield River Paper Com- 
pany was soon effected and plans were immediately adopted for 
making important renovations and installing new machinery. 

Last week, Wednesday, the paper-making machine was for the 
first time started on the manufacture of glassine paper, which is 
used for wrapping food products and other sanitary purposes, and 
is made from chemically treated stock. It is said that the entire 
output of one machine is sold for the year ahead, and that an- 
other machine will soon be installed. In the near future the 
company will also develop another water power on the Westfield 
river, above the present one, and will also erect another much 
larger mill building. Operations last week were commenced with 
z payroll of about 50 hands. 


An Interesting Visitor 


Frau Wilhelmina Weber and her grandson, Max, the mother 
and son of Wilhelm A, O. Weber, who is in charge of the gen- 
eral manufacturing of the American Writing Paper Company are 
en route or will soon sail from Copenhagen, Denmark, for the 
United States, according to a statement made by Mr. Weber to 
the Paper TrapeE JourRNAL man. Mr. Weber’s relatives were 
scheduled to sail for this country on the Frederick li, which 


left Copenhagen on October 11, but a cablegram received by Mr, 
Weber last week stated that they were experiencing trouble 
with their passports and that they would probably not sail until 
December 7, on the Oscar IJ. Frau Weber and grandson Max 
are natives of Linz, Austria, and will visit with Mr. Weber on 
their arrival in this country. 

Wilhelm A. O. Weber, who is assistant to the president, Arthur 
C. Hastings, and who is in charge of the general manufacturing 
of this large paper-making combine, came to this country in 
1914, soon after the bombardment and capture of Antwerp, Bel- 
gium, by the Teutonic armies. Mr. Weber is a born paper-maker 
and has had an unusually interesting career in the art of the 
paper-making. He was born at Gratwein, Austria, in 1878, son 
cf W. Weber, proprietor of “Papierfabrick Notizmuhle, near 
Wels, Austria, one of the most prominent fine paper manufactur- 
ers in Austria. He was educated in Vienna and took a two 
years’ course in engineering, chemistry and special paper-making. 
He had a practical training from childhood, spending all his vaca- 
tions in different paper mills abroad. All his male relatives 
are paper makers. His first experience was as apprentice in 
Joh. Sutter’s fine writing paper mill in Schopfheim, Switzerland. 
He then became superintendent of his father’s mills, and later 
hecame inside manager and chemist of the Turner Paper Com- 
pany, Ltd., at Rawcliffe Bridge, England. From there he went to 
Towgood and Beckwith, Ltd., at Helpston, England, where he 
was manager. Later manager of the Papeteries du Pont-de- 
Claix, the well-known French writing paper mill, and then went 
to the Papeteries Anversoies at Duffel, Belgium, where the six 
machine mill, which was under his management, was destroyed 
by the cannon fire in the capture of Antwerp. He came to this 
country soon after and was engaged by the International Paper 
Company as expert paper maker. He went to the American 
Writing Paper Company a year ago. 


American Writing Elects Directors 

The most important transaction at the third quarterly meeting 
of the directors of the American Writing Paper Company, held 
at New York, last week, Tuesday, was the election of Messrs. 
Walter T. Rosen and Milton Marcuse to the board of directors. 
President Arthur C. Hastings of the American Writing Paper 
Company told the Paper TrApE JouRNAL’s correspondent today 
that the newly-elected directors would fill the shortest terms, they 
being selected to fill vacancies that have occurred in the board. 
The only other business transacted at the meeting was of routine 
nature, said Mr. Hastings, Both the new directors are big men 
in the financial world, Mr. Rosen being of the banking firm of 
Ladenburg-Thalmann & Co., of 25 Broad street, New York City, 
and Mr. Marcuse of the Bedford Pulp & Paper Company, of 
Richmond, Va. 

To Go to Venezuela 

Ernest Bushe, a machine tender at the Chemical Paper Manu- 
facturing Company, is so far the only Holyoke paper maker who 
has answered the call to go to Venezuela, South America, to ac- 
cept employment in the new paper mill erected at Caracas. Mr. 
Bushe resigned from his position at the Chemical Paper Manu- 
facturing Company last Saturday and will this week, Wednesday, 
sail for South America. He will be accompanied, he says, by 
Carl Magnus, who will have charge of the management of the 
new paper plant. Mr. Magnus until recently was employed at the 
Martin & William H. Nixon Paper Company at Philadelphia, 
Pa. The new plant will require eventually the services of three 
beater engineers and three machine tenders, and it seems likely 
that the “Paper City” with such a large percentage of skilled 
paper makers, will again be heard from. The new Venezuelian 
paper company at Caracas will make paper from rags and straw, 
it is understood, and will specialize in the manufacture of wrap- 
pins, news and specialty papers. American capital is financing 
the new industry.

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CANADA PAPER AND PULP 
EXPORTS SHOW BIG GAIN 


Paper for Year Ending in August Amounted to $21,934,073 
and Pulp $13,932,541—Believed Exports of Paper and 
Pulp Will Next Year Amount to Close to $1,000,000 
Per Week—Howard Smith Paper Mills, Ltd., Has Se- 
cured Charter Increasing Its Capital Stock from $1,000,- 
000 to $3,000,000—Very Little More Pulp Wood or 
Wood Pulp Will Be Moved by Water This Year.

MonTREAL, Que., November 27, 1916—The enormous export 
trade which Canada is now doing has just been revealed in the 
export returns for the month of September, issued by the Cus- 
toms Department. These show that for the twelve months ending 
September last Canada’s total exports amounted to $1,278,477,686, 
which is over double the exports of the year 1915, and by far the 
largest in the history of the country. The growth of the pulp 
and paper exports is shown by the fact that for the twelve months 
ending August, 1916, the exports of paper amounted to $21,934,073, 
and of wood-pulp $13,932,541; total, $35,866,614. With the higher 
prices which will prevail on all contracts made for next year, and 
with the great increase in capacity through new mills and enlarge- 
ments, it is expected that Canada will be exporting close upon 
$1,000,000 worth of pulp and paper per week next year. 


Howard Smith Mills Increase Stock 


The Howard Smith Paper Mills, Limited, of Montreal, which 
recently purchased the Crabtree Paper Mills, has secured a char- 
ter increasing its capital stock from $1,000,000 to $3,000,000. It 
is stated that the company is planning a big increase in output. 


Controversy Over Freight Cars 


The controversy between the Canadan and American railroads 
in regard to the retention of freight cars has now reached the 
stage of open hostilities. Dr. Coleman, “assistant general manager 
of the Canadian Pacific in western Canada, has issued instructions 
along the whole line that under no circumstances should any Can- 
adian Pacific freight car be permitted to cross the border into the 
United States. American railroads are now declared to be holding 
for their own use at least 20,000 Canadian Pacific freight cars, to 
say nothing’ of an enormous number from the other roads, includ- 
ing a large proportion of the whole rolling stock of the Canadian 
Government line, the Intercolonial. While no open orders have 
been given in Canada prohibiting any Canadian car whatever from 
passing over the boundary, it is a fact that for a considerable time 
past Canadian railroads would rather refuse business than permit 
cars to go out of Canadian territory, as they are immediately ap- 
propriated for use on American lines, and may be seen running 
on American roads all over the United States, the American com- 
panies considering them cheap at a charge of $1 a day demur- 
rage. The pulp and paper trade has been seriously hampered 
already by this lack of fair play between the railway companies. 
It is now said that unless an international agreement is arrived at 
between the railways, or between the two Governments, by which 
this purloining of other companies’ cars is stopped, there will 
result serious damage to the trade relations of the two countries. 
The fact that the Canadian companies are now keeping all the 
American cars they can on this side is only a measure of self- 
defence, but a situation may easily arise by which the railway com- 
panies will not allow cars to go beyond the borders of their own 
countries. In that case merchandise would either have to be 
unloaded at the border, or the trading relations of the two coun- 
tries would be seriously reduced. 


Protective Measures for the Forests 


There is widespread discussion in Canada the general trend of 
which is to urge the provincial and federal governments to carry 
out greater protective measures for the forests. At the present 
time the fire damage to Canadian forests is well over $5,000,000 
per year. It is held that practically all of this could be prevented 
by proper precautions. For instance, since the adoption of the 
co-operative systems of fire prevention on the St. Maurice and 
Lower Ottawa watersheds, those regions have suffered no fire 
damages. Similar success has attended the individual efforts of 
M. J. O’Brien in his Upper Ottawa forests and the Mattagami 
Pulp & Paper Company in northern Ontario. To the fire pro- 
tective systems in operation on the extensive limits controlled by 
these interests is ascribed the fact that although surrounded by 
the fire zone, neither of them suffered any damage in the recent 
terrible forest fires in northern Ontario. These cases, however, 
are exceptions, and the fact remains that the greater part of the 
forests of Quebec and Ontario are still without proper fire protec- 
tion. 


Navigation in St. Lawrence About Closed 

Navigation on the River St. Lawrence has almost closed and 
very little more pulp wood or wood pulp will be moved by water 
this season from Canadian forests to American mills. The last pas- 
senger steamer of the season has already left the port of Montreal. 
There are still a few freighters in port, but work on these is being 
rushed so that they may get down the river and away to the sea 
before the ice locks up the entrance. To-day the Government 
began the work of lifting the gas buoys and replacing them by 
the winter steel buoys.

At the present time the Bagley & Sewall Company is either 
building or has under contract, four modern high speed Four- 
drinier paper machines, which alone will keep the plant running 
for at least eight months without another order. One machine 
now being built here will be shipped to the Oil Paper Manufac- 
turing Company of Japan. This concern has a large mill in the 
northern part of Japan in which are five machines manufactured 
by the Bagley & Sewall Company. The one now under construc- 
tion will make the sixth in that plant, and the sixteenth of local 
make in Japan.

British Black List Affects Screen Firm 


The black list of the English Government has had its effect in 
this city. The first concern to feel its touch is the Harmon Ma- 
chine Company, which manufactures the large brass pulp screens 
which are used on paper machines all over the world, and its 
shipments of orders abroad have been held up temporarily. The 
plant is being operated at full capacity, but some of the screeens 
are forced into storage. 

Spier & Co., of New York City, has been the forwarding agent 
for the Harmon Machine Company, but this concern has been 
placed on the blacklist, according to information received here 
from the English officials, and it now becomes necessary for the 
making of other arrangements. There is no feeling against the 
Harmon Machine Company, and shipments direct or through 


some other satisfactory agents will be satisfactory, but it is to be 
understood that Spier & Co. are persona non grata with Eng- 
land. 


Big Dividends on Paper Mill Stocks 


While the fellow with a few shares of paper mill stock is gloat- 
ing over his returns in dividends, and is considering himself a 
money king, the lumberjack in the Adirondacks is a little prince, 
It is stated that one stockholder who holds $3,000 worth of shares 
in a paper company with a mill near Saranac Lake, has received 
since last January dividends to the amount of $4,500. This is 150 
per cent on his investment in nine months. 

But the lumberjack is also feeling pretty happy. Some of the 
men in the woods near this paper mill are drawing down $7.00 
per day at the erid of a cross-cut saw. The pulp and paper com- 
panies are paying them $1.50 per cord for cutting pulp wood. Two 
lively men can cut ten cords a day, and this means $15.00 a day 
for the two and half that amount each. Some of these lumber- 
jacks are not as active with the saw. In the camps they are 
paying sixty-five cents a day for “found.” 


Ground Broken for Gardner Mill 


GarpNER, Mass., November 27, 1916—Ground was broken last 
week at Parker mill by the Samuel Greene Company, contractor 
and supervising engineer, Holyoke, for the new $40,000 factory 
of the Gardner Paper Company. 

Work on the mill will be rushed with all possible speed, and 
it is expected it will be ready for beginning operations May 1. 

The paper company is capitalized for $200,000, and the cam- 
paign for raising $40,000 among Gardner investors is in charge 
of Edwin J. Sawyer. 

Machinery valued at $35,000, used in the Anchor Paper Com- 
pany mill, which was destroyed by fire at Windsor Locks, Conn., 
in February, has been obtained for the new plant in Gardner. 
The valuation of $35,000 is given by experts of Rice, Barton & 
Fales Company, Worcester, as it stands, after going through the 
fire. 

The organizers of the Gardner company have closed a contract 
with the Worcester machine manufacturers, to overhaul the An- 
chor company machinery and supply new parts. The contract for 
reclaiming the machinery involves more than $30,000 and, when 
the repair work is complete, the machinery will, it is said, be as 
good as new.

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DEMAND ON PACIFIC COAST 
FOR PAPER IS VERY ACTIVE 


Powell River Plant Is Making Heavy Shipments to New 
Zealand—Board Mills Are Rushed to Capacity and Find 
Difficulty in Keeping Pace with the Growing Demand— 
Inland Empire Paper Company Has Bright Outlook— 
Crown-Willamette Paper Company Is Running Its Mills 
to Capacity to Take Care of Regtlar Business—Steady 
Progress Is Being Made on New Plant of Pacific Mills. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.] 

1916.—The local demand for 
paper has improved during the past month and wholesalers are 
having difficulty in supplying the demand promptly, as deliveries 
from the mills are light and spasmodic, owing to the manufac- 
turing situation and the car shortage. 


San Francisco, November 22, 


The printing business is 
lively here with the holiday rush on, and for the first time in 
years the San Francisco printing concerns are getting good prices, 
instead of itaking business at cut rates. Formerly, many of the 
large business houses sent much of their catalogue work and 
other large orders to Chicago and Eastern cities. But, under 
present conditions, such business would be subject to delay and 
higher prices would have to be paid than in former years. It is 
said that a number of the local firms will not issue catalogues 
this year, owing to the uncertainty of paper prices, which fluctu- 
ate so rapidly that the wholesale paper houses cannot tell the 
printers what paper will cost them in the future. While there 
is a local scarcity of the common grades, there is a fair supply 
of the higher-priced bond papers here. 

The newsprint situation on the Coast is very bad from the 
standpoint of the smaller newspapers, although the big dailies in 
California are covered by long-term contracts made several years 
ago. Hence they have not been forced materially to reduce the 
size of their issues. Some of the small papers that have taken 
every possible advantage of the mills in past years by trying to 
get one wholesaler to bid under another’s price, are now forced 
to buy in carload lots at the advanced prices and run a risk of 
getting short at that. For the first time in years, the mills and 
wholesalers are in an independent position. The paper box fac- 
tories are unusually busy and are making such heavy demands 
for boxboard that the Pacific Coast plants turning out such goods 
are swamped with orders. 


The Export Situation 


The export situation continues in much the same condition as 
for several months past, with exporters making shipments as fast 
as they can secure paper from the Pacific Coast mills. If they 
could. secure more paper from manufacturers they would do a 
tremendous business. The trade with the Orient from Pacific 
“Coast ports is comparatively quiet, as Japan bought very heavily 
some time ago, anticipating the conditions produced by the war, 
and it will take some time to reduce these stocks sufficiently to 
cause a heavy buying movement. Australia and New Zealand 
need a great deal more paper than they can secure, especially 
newsprint. However, there has been quite an ‘increase in the 
volume of shipments during the year. Shipments from the Powell 
River plant to New Zealand are heavy and occasional shipments 
from mills in the United States have been leaving the Columbia 
River, with Australia as their final destination. More steamship 
space is now available for shipments of paper and pulp to Aus- 
tralia, New Zealand and the Orient and freight rates have ceased 
to advance. So the principal Pacific Coast exporters are not 
having very much trouble in finding transportation for all the 
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paper they can get hold of under present conditions. A promi- 
nent exporter says he does not expect any great change from 
present conditions in the export trade while the war lasts. 


California Paper & Board Mills Busy 


A. H. Dougall, general manager of the California Paper & 
Board Mills, with headquarters in this city, and of its two allied 
plants, has his hands full in attempting to keep up with the in- 
creased demand for boxboard and other products. He has just 
returned from a visit to the plant of the Northern Board & Paper 
Mills at Sumner, Wash., which is running full blast. The plant 
of the Southern Board & Paper Mills, at Los Angeles, is running 
full, and the additional paper machine, which was installed a few 
months ago, is insufficient to supply the growing:demand. Al- 
though this company is doing its best to supply the Coast mar- 
ket, the supply of chip board is very short, and shipments from 
the East are being resorted to by some of the wholesalers. 


Inland Empire Paper Company Busy on Orders 
The Inland Paper Company, of Spokane, Wash., is 
running at’ full capacity in every department and is well sup- 
plied with orders that will keep the plant busy for months to come. 
It is understood that a large part of this company’s output is 
going into the State of Montana at present. Before the war, the 
long rail haul to tidewater was quite a handicap to this company 
in competing for trade with the mills in Oregon and Washington; 
but, under present conditions, there is no difficulty in disposing 
of every pound of paper produced. The new sulphite mill that 
has been constructed will be in operation within a month, and 
this will place the plant in a favorable position for turning out a 
full line of goods. The total investment in plant is now fully 
$1,500,000, and, under the capable management of R. S. Talbot, 

the Inland Empire Paper Company has a bright outlook.

Crown Willamette Paper Co. Running to Capacity 

The Crown Willamette Paper Company is running its paper 
mills at Camas, Wash.; Floriston, Cal.; Oregon City and Lebanon, 
Ore., up to capacity in a strenuous effort to fill its regular con- 
tracts and take care of a portion of the new business offering. 
All of these plants are in a state of high efficiency, due to better 
ments and repairs made before the big rush came on. Owing 
to the length of time that is now required to fill orders for ma- 
chinery, no new extensions are being made at present. The 
problem is how to get the largest possible output from the present 
paper mill equipment. The supply of cars and regular steamers 
for the transportation of paper from Oregon to California has 
been very short for some time past. In order to relieve the pres- 
ent shortage, the Crown Willamette interests have chartered the 
steamship Norwood and loaded her with 2,000 tons of paper, 
which will arrive here within two days. The steamer Windber 
will follow the Norwood with another large shipment of paper. 


Pacific Mills Ltd. Busy Building 


Progress photographs, interested San Francisco 
paper magnates, show the details of the construction work that 
has been done on the paper mill plant of the Pacific Mills, Ltd., 
at Ocean Falls, B. C., and indicate that the principal reinforced 
concrete buildings are up and ready to receive the machinery. 
The old pulp mill, which was built some years ago, by the old 
Ocean Falls Company, and stands in line with the new mill 
buildings, will have its superstructure changed from wood to re- 
inforced concrete. This change will make the entire plant as 
nearly fireproof as is possible. The concrete dam, which im- 
pounds water for operating the electric power plant that supplies 
the mills with current for driving all machinery and for lighting, 
is being raised, so as to increase the total generating capacity to

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MIAMI CONSERVANCY COURT 
FLOOD PREVENTION PLANS 


Include Systems of Reservoirs Located in Such Manner as to 

; Drain the Waters of the Miami, Stillwater and Mad Rivers 
During Times of Heavy Rains—Dayton Grinding Wheel 
Company Unusually Busy With Paper Mill Business— 
West Carrollton Parchment Mill Is Installing a New 
Waxing Plant—Col. Henry E. Mead, Recently Deceased, 
Bequeaths Estate to His Son, George H. Mead. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

Dayton, Ohio, November 27, 1916—The Miami Conservancy 
Court has rendered a decision favorable to the flood prevention 
plans, after consideration of the subject in its various phases, 
many weeks of testimony-taking having brought all features of 
the project before the court of nine judges in comprehensive 
form. 

Two dissenting votes were cast, those judges representing the 
northern tier of counties forming the Miami Valley, having been 
opposed to the plans. The testimony of the world’s leading engi- 
neers showed that the so-called Morgan plan of flood prevention 
was the only feasible and effective one to be adopted for the pro- 
tection of the entire valley and the plans were given full approval. 

These plans include a system of reservoirs located in such a 
way as to drain the waters of the Miami, Stillwater and Mad 
river during times of heavy rains. These reservoirs are known 
as dry, detention receptacles of earthen dam construction and 
are designated by former army engineers and others who have 
been identified with some of the greatest undertakings known in 
this and foreign countries, as perfectly safe and effective. 

The project will cost upward of $25,000,000 and bonds in this 
amount will be issued as soon as the Board of Appraisers com- 
pletes its work, There are 56,000 pieces of real estate to be ap- 
praised, of all kinds, sizes and description from the large factory 
building and modern mansion to the humble cottage, while thou- 
sands of acres of farm land are included. Ninety per cent of 
this work has been accomplished and within two months it will 
be completed. 


Dayton Grinding Wheel Co. Busy 


Frank S. Gardner, secretary of the Dayton Grinding Wheel 
Company, was greeting old friends in Dayton during the past 
week, after a most successful trip in Pennsylvania and the East. 
Mr. Gardner also represents the A. A. Simonds Company of this 
city, manufacturers of paper knives, fly bars for beating engines, 
chip knives, rag knives, etc., and reports great activities in that 
line on account of the unusually prosperous season among the 
paper mill men. Like some other concerns, the Simonds Com- 
pand and the Dayton Grinding Wheel Company could be doing 
more than double their present business if they could secure the 
needed raw materials. However, under the circumstances the 
companies are running to capacity and are filling the most desir- 
able orders, 

Mr. Gardner has been located in Pittsburgh for several years, 
having gone there upon his return from London, England, just 
before Great Britain and Germany became involved in war. He 
represented the Dayton companies in the English capital prior 
to that time. Some years ago Mr. Gardner achieved local fame 
as the financial man of the Y. M. C. A., his efforts having started 
the fund for the largest and handsomest Y. M. C. A. structure in 
the world, located in Dayton. He still keeps in touch with 
Y. M. C. A. work at East Liberty, Pittsburgh, where a former 
Daytonian, Harry Martin, is secretary. Mr. Gardner is enthu- 
siastic over the new roll bar grinder which his firm is making, as 


it introduces modern methods in the use of this device, adding 
to the effectiveness and simplicity of the work. 


General Trade Notes 


A new waxing plant is being installed at the West Carrollton 
parchment mill south of Dayton, It is reported that other ex- 
tensive improvements will be made in the near future and that 
plans for these changes are well under way. J. H. Friend of 
this city is at the head of the enterprise. 

The will of the late Col. Henry E. Mead, formerly identified 
with the Mead Pulp & Paper Company and son of the founder 
of that company, Daniel Mead, was admitted to probate last 
week. The estate is bequeathed to his son, George H. Mead, who 
is now president of the Mead Pulp & Paper Company and other 
industries allied with the trade in this country and Canada. The 
will was written in 1897, and Charles D. Mead, a brother, who 
lias since died, was named as executor. 

The new bridge over the canal at Excello, a paper mill town, 
the mills of the American Writing Paper Company being located 
there, has been completed and is ready for traffic. The work on 
this structure has been in progress for many weeks and the place 
will be remembered as a particularly risky one for automobilists 
during this time. The bridge is within a stone’s throw of the 
Excello paper mill and is largely used by this concern. The 
Capitol Construction Company of Columbus had charge of the 
concrete work. 

Several score manufacturers and jobbers met at the Phillips 
House this week to discuss credits and inject new life into the 
local association identified with the national credit body. The 
possibilities of the organization were discussed by J. Q. A. John- 
son, secretary, of the Dayton branch, of which George B. Smith, 
president of the Kinnard Manufacturing Company, a paper con- 
cern, is president. Another meeting will be held within a fort- 
night, when a dinner will be served and organization work re- 
viewed in detail, An effort will then be made to add many new 
members. 

This week witnessed a disorganization of working forces, but 
on account of the large number of orders on most of the mill 
books, only the one day, Thanksgiving, will be allowed workmen 
by many firms. Usually, Thanksgiving Day suspensions continue 
until the following Monday, and while this rule may be followed 
in some instances, the pressure of work will make it impossible 
of execution this year throughout the Miami Valley. 


Riordon Bleaching Plant at Merritton Opened 


MonTREAL, Que., November 24, 1916.—The. Riordon Pulp & 
Paper Company started up successfully, yesterday, the bleaching 
plant at the Merritton, Ont., sulphite mill, turning out a strong 
quality of well bleached sulphite. 

The quantity will be about 30 tons per day, when running fully. 
The unbleached sulphite made by this mill formerly was of very 
strong quality and this will now be all converted into bleached 
pulp, by the electrolytic process. 

The mill, which was one of the pioneer mills of America, has 
been undergoing, for the past season, extensive reconstruction, 
and is now a very thoroughly equipped bleached sulphite mill. A 
new acid plant with concrete towers is under process of com- 
pletion, also. 

The officers and directors of the Riordon Pulp & Paper Com- 
pany, Ltd., were present at the mill yesterday to witness the 
bleaching plant begin operations. 

It is understood that while a very large proportion of the 
bleached sulphite will be sold in Canada, the surplus will be mar- 
keted in the United States.

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BISULPHITE SOLUTIONS 
MADE BY NEW APPARATUS 


Inconveniences Commonly Encountered by Methods at Present 
Employed Are Overcome by a Method Described in a 
Norwegian Publication—New Apparatus Is Especially 
Valuable in Localities Where It Is Difficult to Procure 
Limestone, Which Can Be Used by the Methods Now 
Most Generally Employed—Has Great Productive Ca- 
pacity, and Is Producing 22,046 Tons. 


The following translation of an article entitled “The A. S. 
Thune Iron Works’ New Apparatus for Making Bisulphite Solu- 
tions from Tidsskrift for Papir Industria,” has been sent out by 
G. F. Steele, secretary of the News-print Manufacturers Asso- 
ciation : 

Making Bisulphite Solutions 

To make bisulphite solutions for the manufacture of cellulose, 
large tanks are mostly used; the lime-water is introduced at the 
top and the sulphurous acid at the bottom, the acid rising up 
through the lime-water, is absorbed by the same, and thus the 
solutions are made. The interior of the tank is divided into a 
number of partitions above each other by means of horizontal per- 
forated bottoms, the sulphurous acid rises through these holes 
into the fluid above the bottoms. The fluid in each partition is 
kept at a certain height by means of an overflow pipe. The fluid 
in each partition goes over the edge of the pipe and through the 
same to the bottom of the partition below. During its passage 
down the tank, the fluid absorbs the rising sulphurous acid so 
that finally it passes out at the bottom of the tank as the finished 
solution. 

But the holes mentioned finally get clogged by a coating, and 
this has to be removed before the operation can continue. This 
can only be done by a laborer, entering through the manhole of 
each partition, and knocking the coating off. It is necessary for 
him to wear a mask covering mouth and nose, and fresh air must 
be pumped into the partitions during the work. This work is, 
therefore, in other words, most injurious to the health, on ac- 
count of the vapors containing sulphurous acid which fill the tank. 


Overcomes Present Inconveniences 

The idea of the present invention is an arrangement whereby 
the inconvenience mentioned may be avoided, and is shown on the 
illustration presented herewith, where 

Fig. 1 is a sketch of the apparatus partly in a vertical cut. 

The lime-water is supplied as usually at 2, in the upper part 
of the tank 1, whereas the sulphurous acid gas enters through 
the bottom at 3. The tank is divided by horizontal bottoms, 4, 
into a number of partitions, 5, on top of each other, each of them 
getting the fluid from the partition above through the overflow 
pipe, 6, which empties a little above the bottom, 4, and reaches 
up a little higher in the partition above, as seen from the sketch. 
The finished solution is drained off at 7, whereas the gas not 
absorbed leaves at 8. 

Instead of making the bottoms, 4, perforated, they are, in the 
new invention, made of a whole plate, which has in the center a 
great opening, 9, covered by a bell shape, 10. This bell has four 
side openings, in which are placed four wide pipes, 11, which 
reach out to corresponding bearings in the wall of the tank, 1, 
closed by a lid, 13. The pipes, 11, are provided on the sides 
with one or several rows of holes, 14, so that the gas from a 
partition beneath, 5, can enter the opening, 9, pass through the 
bell, 10, the pipes, 11, and the holes, 14, up into the partition 
above. 


YEAR 


When now the holes 14, become clogged, it is no longer neces- 
sary to enter the tank for the cleaning, because the pipes, 11, 
simply can be taken out through the bearings, 12, and be cleaned 
outside. Or the holes can be cleaned by putting in a suitable 
tool, without taking out the pipes. Besides, through the openings 
of the bearings, 12, it is easy to rinse the partitions free from mud 
which has gathered on the bottoms, 4. Finally it is possible by 
turning the pipes, 11, from the outside to place the holes, 14, s9 
that they come in the most useful position, because they can be 
turned upward, to the side, or downward. 


Where the Apparatus Is Specially Useful 


The apparatus is especially suitable in localities where it is 
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difficult to procure limestone, which can be used by the methods 
now most generally in use. 

Less valuable limestone can be burned and 
water in this apparatus. 

The apparatus has such great power of production that one is 
sufficient for a production of 22,046 short tons of cellulose 
annually.

Large Price for Battle Island Timber Lands 
[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

Futon, N. Y., November 27, 1916—That the Canadian timber 
lands of the bankrupt Battle Isle Paper Company will be sold for 
enough to pay all of the indebtedness of the company was the 
belief expressed by Attorney W. P. Gannon, of Gannon, Spencer 
& Mitchell, on his return from Quebec, where he has been inves- 
tigating the affairs of the estate. 

The total indebtedness of the bankrupt concern amounts to 
about $1,250,000, including a bonded indebtedness of $500,000. 
Mr. Gannon said he believed the property to be worth nearly that 
amount. Had the Hunter brothers been permitted to continue 
the business for two or three months more, all of their creditors 
would have been paid in full. 

An application will be made in the Canadian courts to bring 
about a sale of all the properties of the bankrupt concern, con- 
sisting of 172 square miles of timber property and a rossing plant. 
An order has already been granted for the sale of the freehold 
on January 16. 

“The advantages of this particular property,” said Mr. Gannon, 
“are that the outfit is looked upon as a.going concern, in view 
of the fact that it has its own rossing mill and that, with the 
use of the Mars river, timber can be brought to the plant at an 
early date and shipped to this country not later than next summer. 

“There are, of course, numberless timber limits for sale in 
Canada, but none which can be taken advantage of as quickly as 
those of the Battle Island Company. For that reason it is ex- 
pected that there will be numerous bidders for the property, 


from people who have paper plants but who have no pulp wood 
and who cannot secure any at the present time. 

“It is said in Canada that pulp for the paper purposes is now 
selling at over $125 a ton as against $40 a ton before the war, 
In view of the fact that only timber from freehold limits can be 
exported to this country, it is almost certain that a large price 
will be paid for this property when it is sold, and that it is pos- 
sible that the price may be sufficiently large to pay up all the 
indebtedness of the Battle Island Company. 

“Property of this kind is worth two or three times as much as 
before the war. In view of the fact that a bid of $325,000 was 
made by the Ontario Paper Company of Canad before the war, 
it is evident that bids for two or three times that amount will now 
be made in order to secure this property, which is considered 
one of the most valuable for its size in the province of Quebec. 
Pulp wood from it can be shipped to this country either by rail 
of water.” 


Niagara Falls Trade News 
[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 


NraGaraA Farts, N. Y., November 27, 1916—A branch of the 
technical section of the Canadian Pulp and Paper Association 
was last week opened at Thorold, Ont. The evening industrial 
classes for men and boys has been opened at the Thorold opera 
The subjects being taught are: Mechanical drawing, chem- 
istry, English and arithmetic, The ten pulp and paper mills in the 
Niagara peninsula have given all assistance and encouragement 
to promote the project. The paper manufacturers hope that 
through it they may help to meet growing labor problems, and at 
the same time cultivate a more intelligent and efficient workman 
for their industry. 

Falls paper manufacturers and others are greatly troubled over 
the threat of the Canadian Government to stop the exportation 
of power. The hydro-electric commission of Ontario claims it 
needs all the power generated in Canada to make munitions. And 
to complicate the power situation the commission now plans to 
construct a canal from Chippewa to Queenstown Heights to de- 
velop 200,000 horsepower, at an estimated cost of $7.50 per h. p. 
The United States Government refuses to permit the diversion 
of 4,400 cubic feet of water from the American side, as provided 
in the treaty between Great Britain and the United States.

Referendum in Co-Operative Agreements 
[From OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

Wasuincton, D. C., November 29, 1916.—A special committee 
of the Chamber of Commerce of the United States has just 
recommended that there should be remedial legislation to permit 
co-operative agreements under Federal supervision in those in- 
dustries which involve primary natural resources, on condition 
that the agreements in fact tend to conserve the resources, to 
lessen accidents, and to promote the public interest. The National 
Chamber is having a referendum on this subject and commercial 
and allied organizations throughout the country will have an 
opportunity to vote for or against such a measure. 

The plan is to make it possible for the Federal Trade Commis- 
sion to go beyond its present powers of investigation and to 
formulate constructive plans under which an industry may operate 
to the common benefit of consumers, workmen and producers. 
The committee means to point a way by which the public interest 
may be safeguarded and promoted, instead of being left to take 
care of itself, as at present.

Officials of five pulp and paper mills located in Carthage, N. Y.., 
lave declared that low water in Black river is causing delay in 
the production of paper in all mills in this section of the Black 
river valley. Statistics gathered by engineers connected with paper 
plants show that the water level for several weeks has been the 
lowest in years. Conditions for the past week have been improv- 
ing, according to these officials, who state that a heavy thaw before 
the ground freezes will bring the level up to normal. 


The Windsor Paper Company Division of the American Writing 
F'aper Company, Windsor Locks, Conn., is about to install an 
electrically operated coal conveyor at the freight yard near their 
bins alongside the tracks. It is te be set on an elevated track to 
be run over the bin so that the car can be loaded and unloaded 
at any part of the tracks. The electric power will be furnished 
Ly the local light company. The Windsor Company also his a 
machine for use in loading coal from the pile onto the wagons. 


Dyestuff Figures Made Public 
The much-debated dyestuff census prepared by the Bureau of 
Foreign and Domestic Commerce, of the Department of Com- 


merce, made its appearance last week. It is a careful enumeration 
of the dyes imported into this country from Europe during the 
year preceding the war and is published to assist American tmanu- 
facturers in estimating the normal demand for each individual 
color. The extent to which most colors have been used in this 
country has in the past been known only to the importers of the 
foreign product. 

The American dyestuff manufacturer can judge from the pub- 
lished report just how much of each color was consumed in this 
country in a normal year. This will enable him to meet demands 
approximately without wasting time experimenting. One large 
eastern dye maker has already announced that an examination of 
the proofs of the census has enabled his firm to save a million 
dollars and a year of misdirected effort. 

It is now generally admitted that any intelligent effort to build 
up a comprehensive, self-contained American coal-tar chemical, 
industry must rest upon the solid foundations of accurate statisti- 
cal data concerning the American market for artificial colors. In 
no other way can the creators of such an industry avoid duplica- 
tion, overlapping, waste, and blundering, tentative struggles to 
adjust productive mechanism to a vague, indefinite demand. With- 
out such data the future industry will be heavily handicapped by 
permanent overhead charges. In the dyestuff census the Govern- 
ment has gathered together the statistics needed. 

The title of the report is “Artificial Dyestuffs Used in the United 
States,” Special Agents’ Series No. 121. It contains 219 pages of 
statistical matter and in addition an elaborate index. Copies can 
be obtained from the Superintendent of Documents, Washington, 
or from the district offices of the Bureau of Foreign and Do- 
mestic Commerce at 50 cents each.

Report on Cotton Waste and Bagging 

Wasuinocrton, D. C., November 27, 1916.—In his annual report 
to the Secretary of Agriculture, which has just been made, C. L. 
Marlatt, chairman of the Federal Horticultural Board, has the 
following to say relative to the steps taken for the disinfection of 
cotton waste and bagging: 

“In February it was brought to the attention of the board that 
a considerable amount of cotton waste was being imported. Cer- 
tain grades of this waste, containing the seeds from as many as 
20 bales of ginned cotton, are obviously much more dangerous 
than ordinary ginned cotton. The definition of the term ‘cotton, 
as used in the rules and regulations governing the importation of 
cotton into the United States, was promptly enlarged to include, 
in addition, to ginned cotton, all grades of cotton waste. No dis- 
infection, however, is required for grades of cotton which render 
it mechanically impossible for them to contain seeds, thas is, those 
grades resulting from and subsequent to the carding machines, 
and there are no restrictions as to the ports through which such 
grades of waste may be entered.”

The 
proposition has been accepted and it is stated that soon all the 
mills in the vicinity of Watertown will be operating on the new 
system. 

This certainly indicates that the system has merit. If it only 
succeeds in doing in part all that is claimed for it it will be suc- 
cessful and will effect economies in the news print industry that 


until now were not thought of. 


One View of the News Print Prices 

Speaking of the newsprint prices announced last week by the 
International Paper Company, the New York Post says that 
“large users of paper are willing to concede that the price for 
1917 should be higher than for 1916. But when $3.10 a hundred 
is being named for the new contracts, instead of $2.50 or $2.75, 
an increase which paper users declare would be fair, the paper 
manufacturers are likely to find that their guns thus loaded ‘will 
kick worse than they will shoot.’ By making the price of paper 
prohibitive, the demand will naturally be reduced. Another result 
of high prices will be to increase production. Another will be to 
further stimulate imports from Canada. While the paper manu- 
facturers have been very careful to point out that our imports 
from Norway for the nine months of 1916 were only 115,000 
pounds, against 1,922,000 for 1915 and 7,301,000 for 1914, those 
who have purchased International Paper preferred above par 
have been alllowed to find out for themselves that during the 
same nine months of 1916 this country imported from Canada 
708,552,000 pounds of print paper, compared with only 520,193,000 
for the same months of 1915, and 455,302,000 for 1914, an increase 
in two years of 55 per cent. 

“Thus it is only a question of time until the rapidly increasing 
supply will automatically restore prices to or near the old basis. 
When that time arrives, what then will be the future of the paper 
stocks bought at fancy prices, which even under the unprecedented 
conditions now existing have been unable to pay dividends?” 


Publishers apparently are never so happy these days as when 
knocking the paper makers.

The appraised value 
of the plant was $190,000.

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Testing Alum for Iron and Acid 

Question No. 2360.— 

I am taking advantage of your “Question and Answer” page to 
ask you if you will kindly publish for my benefit the approved 
method of testing or analyzing alum for iron and for acid to- 
gether with method of calculation which is not quite clear to me. 


Best Diameter for Shell of Sulphite Digester 
Question No. 2361.— 


What is the best diameter for the shell of a sulphite digester? 
What is good practice and what is the safe limit? We want to 
know the advantages and disadvantages of the larger diameter. 


What Are “Doctor Marks?” 

Question No. 2362.—The other day while I was in a paper mill 
I saw some long dark streaks at the calenders. I asked cne of 
the men there what they were and he told me they were “doctor 
marks.” I did not wish to, be too inquisitive, so I am writing the 
Questions and Answers Department just exactly what are these 
marks and what can be done to stop them? 

Answer No, 2362.—These marks of which you speak are caused 
by the doctor blade being uneven in hardness and also the changing 
of their position. It is almost impossible to get a doctor blade 
that is the same hardness all the way across. There will be spots 
in it which are harder than others. When the blade wears down, 
the hard spots do not wear down as fast as the other places and, 
consequently, where these hard spots are you will find streaks. 
Another thing is the changing from a light weight sheet to a 
heavier or a vice versa. If you change from a light weight to a 
heavier sheet, the rolls are raised up to a certain extent and this 
changes the position of the doctor blades. This causes the doctor 
blade to grind on an unused part and causes streaks, because 
the chances are that this unused part is rusty and very uneven. 
The best way to remedy this is to throw some kerosene on the 
calenders and let them run for awhile and then clean the blades 
off. If the blade is harder in some spots than in others about the 
only remedy in that case is to remove the blade and replace it 
with another one. Again, sometimes a small particle will get 
under the edge of the blade and then you only have to take a 
calender scraper and clean the edge of the blade. 


Variation in Sizing Qualities 
Question No. 2363.— 


Why is it that on one run of a certain grade of paper it will 
be satisfactorily sized with thirty pounds of rosin size and thirty 
pounds of alum and probably on the next run of the same grade 
it will not be sufficiently sized even if we are using fifty pounds 
of size and fifty of alum? I am a machine tender and have no- 
ticed that the above happens quite frequently at this mill. 

ANswER No. 2363.—Many things can cause your paper to vary 
so much in sizing qualities, even though you are using the same 
amount or more of size and alum than you had in your previous

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run. One of the greatest causes of variation in the sizing of 
paper lies in the beating of the stock. If your stock in the first 
instance was beaten more slowly and perhaps backed up in the 
jordan more than in that would explain 
your difficulty at once. It is almost impossible to hard size a 
paper which has been beaten quick and free, on the other hand 
by slow beating it is possible to get the stuff “wet” enough to get 
your paper up to quality without the addition of any sizing agent. 
In fact, if the slow process of beating is carried far enough you 
can make your paper practically waterproof as in imitation parch- 
ments. Another thing that will cause your sizing to go down 
is the presence of an excess of alkalies. 


the second instance, 


Sometimes, due perhaps 
to soda pulp which has not been entirely rid of alkali, or it may 
be in your filler or in silicate of soda which may have an exces- 
sive amount of alkali. In any case, however, it is better to first 
test your stock to find out whether it has an acid or an alkaline 
reaction. If the reaction is alkaline then your troubles will be 
over by simply adding alum. If the reaction is acid, it simply 
indicates that you are using a sufficient amount of alum, and you 
must probe along deeper to find the trouble. To test your stock, 
dip a clean piece of cheese cloth into the beater’ and draw it out 
full of stock. Squeeze the water from the stock into a glass. 
Test for acidity by immersing a strip of blue litmus paper into 
the water. The presence of acid will cause it to turn red. 
Use red litmus paper in testing for alkalies, the presence of which 
will cause it to turn blue. When the water fails to change the 
color of either, it is an indication of your stock being neutral 


When the Wires Start to Go Off Machine 
Question No. 2364.— 


I am a young machine tender and would appreciate having you 
tell me in your department what is best to do when the wire 
starts to go off the machine and the guide roll does not check 
it. Hoping for an early answer. 


Answer No. 2364.—We are glad to hear from a young machine 
tender again. We were beginning to think the young machine 
tenders had read our department so thoroughly that they were 
not in need of further information. However, if you find your 
wire going and the guide roll fails to check it, I advise you first 
to ease up on your suction boxes as much as possible, then, if 
you have time (without shutting down) get a measuring stick and 
level your stretch roll. Previously you should have found out 
whether your wire travels to the tight or slack side of the stretch. 
With that knowledge you could adjust the roll one or two turns 
either way without injury to the wire and by that means start 
the wire back in the right direction. If that fails to bring the 
wire back, you can bring it back by moving the top couch roll in 
the right direction without shutting the machine down if you are 
experenced enough to do so. Otherwise it is a case of shut down 
and line the couch rolls with an angle level, which nine times 
cut of ten will remedy the trouble. Sometimes a wire will run 
off simply because it is too slack.

Heavy Sales in These Markets Recently Point to Large Future Sales—Next to News and Printing Paper the 
Exports of Wrapping Paper for the Nine Months of This Year Ending With September Have Shown 
the Most Remarkable Increases of All Classes of Paper—War Undoubtedly Responsible for This 
Demand, but There Is No Question but That We May Retain It Permanently If We Want It.

Next to news and printing paper, the exports of wrapping paper 
during the past nine months of this year ending with September 
30, have shown the most remarkable increase of all classes of 
paper, the figures being $2,988,898, as compared with $1,193,171 
for the same period in 1915 and only $382,964 in 1914. The war, 
as usual, can be given the credit for most of this new business, 
but there is no question that a large part is going to stick perma- 
uently if we want it. 


American Papers Giving Satisfaction 

The American-made wrapping papers that have recently been 
introduced into the foreign market have given eminent satisfac- 
tion and it will be just as hard for European competition to win 
this trade back on the return of peace, as it would have been for 
us to win it under normal conditions. Consumers of wrapping 
paper find it very inadvisable, except when conditions are im- 
perative, to change the form of the dress which is used on their 
products, and we are going to start the great race later on with 
a large part of this trade, and this indisposition to change in our 
possession. 


What Are Manufacturers Going to Do? 

The great question is, what is the American wrapping paper 
manufacturer going to do with it? Shall he attempt to go after 
and get this business himself, or shall he combine with others to 
this end? And if the latter, shall the combination deal direct 
with the foreign market, or through existing agencies? These 
are important matters, for the only obstacle in the way of a 
steadily increasing trade will be the old one of price competition, 
which is, in large measure, a matter of distribution. 


How to Secure This Trade 

No one manufacturer, of course, can begin to cover the foreign 
field, or even a small section of it. It would be too costly, and 
the experience and knowledge -required for proper handling of 
the business in widely diversified markets are not things that can 
be picked up in a month or a year or even a period of years. 
They are things, like old age, that can be acquired only by passing 
through all the other stages of adolescence and growth, 


Export Combinations to Be Popular 

Export combinations are going to become increasingly popular 
in this country not only because they are the only practical 
medium for carrying on foreign trade in staple products in com- 
petition with similar agencies abroad, but the Government is 
bound to encourage their formation if we are to develop along 
the lines which it has marked out for us. In the wrapping paper 
field it would seem to be the surest way of retaining and in- 
creasing our holdings abroad and assuring to each mill a steady 
outlet for all surplus production over domestic consumption. But 
even with a well organized combination for export, the methods 
of distribution will be, after all, the final test of our ability to 
“win or lose it all.” It is not to repeat a proposition that any 
ene manufacturer or combination of manufacturers can handle 
without experience. It is not a game for the irresponsible specu- 
lator or the small exporter. It is a proposition worthy of the 
largest, most experienced and most responsible export distributors 
whose knowledge of the paper trade of the world is equalled only 
by their equipments. A careful analysis of these matters should 


be earnestly made by the paper manufacturers who feel that the 
time to begin to plan for this vast trade is before the domestic 
conditions get back to normal. 


WOOD PULP STORAGE DECISION 
(Continued from page 12.) 

The Michigan paper mills asked for a continuance of the pres- 
ent practices on the ground that any addition or increased charges 
would only serve to still further enhance the cost of the paper, 
in the production of which competition is very keen. About one- 
half the chemical wood pulp used in this country is imported, 
and the business for 1914, and later, is shown in the report, as 
follows : 


To What Extent Pulp Is Stored 


The defendants have filed statements showing the extent to 
which this storage of wood pulp is used. During the year 1914, 
for example, the number of tons received by the Baltimore & Ohio 
was 33,246. Of this, 22,119 tons remained on hand more than 
one month, 9,623 more than three months, 4,619 more than six 
months, 2,577 more than nine months, and 1,556 more than one 
year. The largest importations for a single month were in Janu- 
ary, 1915, and aggregated 10,614 tons. Of the shipments received 
in that month 2,643 tons remained in storage more than six 
months, and 966 tons were still in storage at the end of February, 
1916. The amount of wood pulp stored by the Pennsylvania was 
not so great, the average on hand during 1915 at Baltimore being 
about 3,300 tons, and at Philadelphia 750 tons. The average car 
loading is not shown, but on the basis of the carload minimum of 
36,000 pounds this resulted in the immobilization of 225 cars. 
The statement of the Western Maryland shows that for the pe- 
riod from January 1, 1915, to November 26, 1915, the amount in 
storage at the beginning of each month ranged from 6,948 to 
30,859 bales, the average during the year being about 18,000 bales. 
On November 26, 1915, the latest date for which figures were 
available, it had on hand 8,028 bales, of which 1,080 had been in 
storage since January 1, 1915. Data for the Chesapeake & Ohio 
are not so complete, the record showing merely that in January 
and February, 1915, between 7,500 and 10,000 tons of wood pulp 
were in storage at Newport News. 

Fear of interruption in ocean traffic from Sweden, Norway and 
Germany, the principal European sources of wood pulp, led to 
unusual imports in the latter months of 1914 and the opening 
months of 1915. Practically all of this was so-called “chemical 
pulp,” the kind manufactured by complainant’s members. 


Buffalo Papers Raise Price to 2 Cents 


BurraLo, November 25, 1916.—On the first page this morning 
of The Express and The Courier and this afternoon on The News, 
The Times, and The Enquirer, all 1-cent papers, announcement 
was made that on and after December 1 the price would be 2 


cents a copy, 50 cents a month, and $6 a year. The Commercial, 
an evening paper, has been 2 cents for several years. 

The explanation printed by The Express is repeated in the other 
announcements—that “the high prices of paper and all other ma- 
terials used in the production of newspapers compel new sub- 
scription rates.”

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CANADIAN PULP WOOD AND PULP STATISTICS 


Figures for the Past Eight Years Show That the Industry in the Dominion Has Grown Tremendously— While 
Exports of Pulp Wood Have Increased Largely, Per Centage Used at Home Has Also Grown 
Largely—Production of Pulp Wood Has Increased Three-fold Since 1908, When 78 
Per Cent. Was Exported as Against 36 Per Cent. in 1915.

Toronto, November 6, 1916—A review of pulp wood and pulp 
statistics covering a period, say, of eight years is required to con- 
vey an adequate idea of the tremendous growth of the industry 
in Canada, and shows that while the export of pulpwood has in- 
creased largely the percentage “consumed” in Canada has gained 
rapidly. For instance, in 1908 out of $7,830,450 worth of pulpwood 
produced in Canada, there was consumed here $2,931,653; the next 
year $3,464,080 out of $9,216,739. By 1912 the percentage had 
risen from under 40 to nearly 45, the domestic consumption being 
$5,215,582 out of $11,911,415.

Sources of Wood Pulp by Provinces 


The sources of wood pulp by provinces form an interesting 
comparison. In 1909 out of a total of 445,408 tons, Quebec fur- 
nished 238,286; Ontario, 132,491; New Brunswick, 48,991; Nova 
Scotia, 23,996, and British Columbia only 644 tons, which in 1911 
fell to 904. This past year out of 1,074,805, Quebec supplied 561,- 
793; Ontario, 364,226; New Brunswick, 62,093; Nova Scotia, less 





than in 1909, only 20,870, and British Columbia more than New 
Brunswick, or 65,823 tons. 


Pulp-Wood by Species 

Another significant table is the consumption of pulp wood species, 
In 1909 spruce represented over 85 per cent., or 516,030 cords 
out of 622,129, with balsam fir 100,095 cords, or one-fifth of the 
spruce. By the end of 1915 spruce represented only 70 per cent. 
with balsam fir nearly one-third of the spruce, and hemlock and 
Jack pine growing steadily.

Paper Trade Conditions in Spain 


The Spanish Government has officially recognized the shortage of 
paper and material by provisional legislation to foster the domestic 
industry. It is now discussing the expediency of granting a kind 
of credit intended to pay the difference between the price of paper 
before the declaration of war and the current price, says Consul 
General Carl Bailey Hurst of Barcelona. The National Treasury 
would be reimbursed for this payment by means of a tax of § 
centimos (about $0.01) per 100 kilos on paper when normal con- 
ditions are re-established. The present so-called “paper crisis” in 
Spain has been freely discussed in public press and in Ergos, 
the periodical of the Spanish paper industry, published at Granvia 
3, Valencia, Spain. 

The pronounced scarcity of pulp wood and of the essential chem- 
icals has seriously affected the home manufacture. Nevertheless 
various kinds of paper are actually exported from Spain in in- 
creasing quantities. 

Cigarette paper of Spanish production already finds acceptance 
in foreign markets, and a kind of parchment, used generally only 
for legal documents, is exported to several South American coun- 
tries. 

The Spanish Government recently placed a temporary embargo 
on the exportation of paper stock. In one or two instances, how- 
ever, this has been lifted in favor of shipments to the United 
States, at the request of our Department of State. 


Increase Wages at Manchester, Conn.

Hartrorp, Conn., November 27, 1916.—The employees of the 
Lydall & Foulds Paper Company, the Colonial Board Company, 
and the William Foulds & Co., Inc., all of Manchester which 
will affect about 100 men, are pleased with the announcement 
made by the company that they are to receive a 10 per cent. in- 
crease in their pay. There was a strike in the plants owned by 
these companies, a short time ago, the men returning to work 
at a 10 per cent. increase. Since that time the company has given 
an additional 10 per cent., and the announcement just made is 
the third within a year.

Experiments with Paper Wrapping Twine 

That wrapping twines which give thorough satisfaction can be 
made from paper has been demonstrated by experiments made by 
the Forest Products Laboratory at Madison, Wisconsin. Several 
hundred packages, each containing a medium-sized book, were 
wrapped and fastened with the lightest-weight paper twine and 
were mailed to various points throughout the United States. Re- 
ports show that practically every package was received in good 
order and that in no case was there any damage which could be 
charged as a fault of the twine. 

In making twine the paper is cut into narrow strips which are 
then twisted tightly to form a cord. The strength of the twine 
depends upon the character of the paper used and the process of 
treatment. It is well adapted to a number of purposes, but the 
foresters say that as yet no satisfactory means has been found for 
protecting paper twine from the action of water and it should not 
be used where it will be exposed to moisture. 


Publishers Plan Co-operative Buying 


Greensporo, N. C., November 27, 1916.—As the only means of 
obtaining a supply of news print paper at a price which will per- 
mit them to continue in the publishing business, members of the 
North Carolina Press Association will next year buy co-operatively. 
This was decided upon by the association in session here recently. 

All the papers will, it is said, place their orders with the mills 
direct, eliminating the middleman and securing the best price 
obtainable.

Celpech Manufacture In Germany 


Celpech (or “Zellpech,” as it is known in Germany) is one of 
the products obtained by evaporation from sulphite lye, which is 
a residue of the bisulphite process for making paper pulp. The 
total German production of sulphite lye is, according to Consul 
General Julius G. Lay, of Berlin, about 680,000 metric tons per 
annum, an amount which represents approximately 50 per cent. 
of all the wood used in the manufacture of cellulose. 

Many attempts have been made to find a use for the sulphite 
lye in addition to thickening and evaporating it into celpech, In 
Sweden the lye residue has been successfully used in the manu- 
facture of wood alcchol. In is claimed, according to this process, 
that one metric ton of the residue will produce 132 pounds of al- 
cohol. 

The residue has been used in Germany -as an admixture in the 
manufacture of artificial stone blocks. Experiments have been 
made recently, with a view to utilizing the residue as cattle feed 
by adding various ingredients. Extracts of the residues have 
also been employed for tanning purposes. 

The most valuable commercial product obtained from the residues 
of paper-pulp making is celpech. The processes of manufacture of 
this product are all more or less similar. The lye residues are 
caught in acid-proof, walled basins, to which they flow through 
lead-cooling pipes. The residues are then pumped into wooden 
tanks, in which they are neutralized by the use of milk of lime. 
After a thorough filtration over coke, the residues, now of an 
almost black color, are pressed through an economizer, heated to 
about 97 degrees Celsius; then the pitchy mass is exposed in 
evaporators in which a displacement up to 35 degrees Baumé takes 
place. The evaporation from 32 degrees to 35 degrees Baumé 
up to dryness is accomplished by means of large drums which 
are heated with steam and are dipped into the thickened residues. 
The dryness of the pitch obtained in this manner is 90 per cent. 
The pitch looks like black, non-transparent colophony, smells like 
licorice, and is easily soluble in water. 

Fifty tons of dry celpech can be obtained from 654 cubic yards 
of residue. Lime cannot be detected during the process of filtra- 
tion. The finished celpech is a more or less flimsy substance, of a 
shade varying between yellowish red and black, which completely 
dissolves in water. 

Analyses of the contents of the thickened residues and the 
driest celpech yield the following figures: Thickened residues— 
Water, 28.88 per cent.; elements soluble in water, 13.96 per cent.; 
extracted elements, 57.16 per cent., of which 22.96 per cent. can 
be used for tanning and 34.20 per cent. cannot be used for tan- 
ning. Dry celpech—Water, 13.76 per cent; extracted elements, 
86.24 per cent., of which 31.84 per cent. can be used for tanning 
and 54.40 per cent. cannot be used for tanning. 

Although celpech is recognized as the most valuable commercial 
product obtained from the bisulphite process of paper-pulp making, 
yet its usefulness for many industrial purposes is still a subject 


of discussion and controversy. It has been used for several years 
as a binder in the manufacture of coal briquets. On the ground 
of price and other considerations, the value of this process ig 
As a binding material, celpech competes on the 
German market with tar pitch. Since it is more expensive, many 
facturers using celpech briquets for producing steam must take 
the additional cost into account. 

Besides its new use for briquets, it has often been employed 
as a binder in the production of molding sand. In recent years 
large amounts have been placed in tin cans and sent to England, 
where it is utilized im making casting molds for molding sand, 

The use of celpech as a filler cannot be overlooked. As such 
it is used in the production of cheap qualities of black dyes, by 
means of which rough cotton goods are colored.

In 1848 the Dayton Paper Mills were started by Ellis, 
Claflin & Co. In 1856, W. A. Weston, J. L. Weston and 
D.E. Mead, as Weston & Mead, bought the property which, 
as time went on, was owned by Mead & Weston, Mead &

Nixon, the Mead & Nixon Paper Company and the Mead 
Paper Company, Colonel Mead being in all these years 
the dominant spirit in the business until his death in 1891. 
Charles D. Mead succeeded his father and the concern, 
until after 1900, operated the mills in Dayton and pulp 
and paper mills in Chillicothe. For years the Dayton mill 


manufactured news, but the later product was book paper. 
It was one of the first mills in the west to make chemical 
wood pulp. In 1900, a soda pulp mill was run in connec- 
tion with the Chillicothe plant. 

A. E. Harding with George H. Irwin and Abram Upp, 
under the name of Harding, Irwin & Co., built a mill, 
which they called the Excello, on the Erie canal near 
Middletown, equipped it with a sixty-two inch machine 
and started running in November, 1865, making, they 
claimed, the first writing paper west of the Allegheny 
mountains. In 1873 the Harding Paper Company was 
organized and a mill built in Franklin. With the usual 
accompaniment of disasters by fire these mills continued 
to be operated by the Harding Paper Company, making 
writing, until in the next century when (1916) they were 
a division of the American Writing Paper Company. 

In Dayton a board mill was built in 1863 by William 
Clarke and Calvin L. Hawes—the Clarke & Hawes Com- 
pany and, in 1872, after the death of Mr. Clarke, the C. 
L. Hawes Company. It had four machines capable of 
producing, annually, about one thousand and two hundred 
tons, valued at $90,000. 
come part of the American Straw Board Company, it was 


Forty years later, having be- 


equipped with eight machines and nineteen engines and 
had a capacity of eight-five thousand pounds in twenty- 
four hours; but it was idle. 

William Beckett and Thomas P. Rigdon started a mill 
in Hamilton, in 1849, where the first Fourdrinier in Ohio 
was put in. Adam Laurie was the manager and in 1854 
he secured an interest in the concern which became 
3eckett & Laurie. Thomas Beckett and Adam Laurie Jr. 
entered the firm in 1885 and two years later the Laurie 
interests were purchased by the Becketts and the Beckett 
Paper Company was incorporated, so remaining into the 
next century. 

Other enterprises in the Miami Valley during the last 
half of the century were: that of Rutledge & Co., built in 
Dayton, before the war, afterward the property of the 
Columbia Straw Company; the Levis of Dayton; the 
Nixon paper and bag factory of Dayton and Richmond, 
Ind.; the George H. Friend mills in Lockland and Car- 
rollton ; the William Levis mill in Miamisburg, after 1890

owned by the Friend Paper Company; the second Levis 
mill in Miamisburg, the beginning of the Ohio Paper Com- 
pany; the Franklin Paper Company, the Friend and 
Forgy Paper Company, and the Eagle Paper Company of 
Franklin; the Erwin, McGuire and Kline mill and the 
Snider mills in Hamilton, 1853-93; the Wrenn Paper 
Company, the Wardlow-Thomas Paper Company, the 
Oglesby Paper Company, the Tytus Paper Company, the 
Colin Gardner Paper Company and the Middletown Pa- 
per Company of Middletown; the Champion Coated 
Paper Mills which, started in 1895 by Peter G. Thomson, 
became, in a few years, the most imposing establishment 
of its kind in the country. And the list could be further 
extended without exhausting the record. Some of these 
mills had short and troublesome existence ; others became 
substantial and profitable, the main stay of the industry 
in this region in contemporaneous times.**? 

‘The first known mill in Wisconsin was built in 1846 or 
1848 by Ludington & Garland in Milwaukee. It was a 


four-story brick structure that cost $10,000, contained two

engines and a cylinder machine, was operated by steam 
and ran on printing and wrapping. In 1849 the mill was 
owned by D. Cameron who had ten employees with a pay 
roll of forty dollars a week and produced weekly about 
one hundred and ten reams of paper, sufficient, it was 
claimed, “to supply the entire press of the state,” besides 
sending some to the market in Chicago. After a few years 
this mill was dismantled, the machinery being sold to 
Noonan & McNab, who build a new mill at Humboldt. 
This was equipped with two engines and a forty-two-inch 
cylinder, and was operated until about 1867. 

Ernest Prieger built a mill in 1855 on the Menomonee 
river ; it lasted for nearly twenty years, being at one time 
owned by Noonan & McNab. ° Another mill was built in 
Milwaukee in 1864 by Alexander Mills, and was run for 
about two years when it was destroyed by an explosion. 

In the Fox river region Appleton had its first mill in 
1853 built by the two Richmond brothers and run on 
wrapping until it was burned in 1860, About the same 
time the Kehlors built a mill in Waterford, but the plant 
was abandoned later. At Beloit, in 1855, Wright, Merrill 
& Newcombe erected a mill with two engines and. a forty- 
two-inch cylinder to make news. This was afterward

owned by the Rocky River Paper Company. A second 
mill was built at Beloit in 1857. Another mill was created 
by Merrill out of a saw-mill and these three mills finally 
became the property of the Beloit Straw Board Company. 
Another early concern in Beloit was F. N. Davis & Co., 
who ran a mill on specialties, one of which was a rye straw- 
board for floor covering. In Whitewater, between 1857 
and 1860, J]. H. Crombie built’ a mill and for ten years

operated it on printing and tea papers, its daily capacity 
being three and one-half tons. Denison & Turner were 
later owners of this mill, increasing its capacity and de- 
voting it to straw wrapping. Before 1872 or thereabout, 
other manufacturers were J. L. Mathers in Sparta and 
George Hunter and Nightingale, Bosworth & Co. in Fond 
du Lac. Two pulp mills were started in Appleton, one 
by Bradner Smith & Co. of Chicago and the other by the 
Ames Wood Pulp Company. Together they had a daily 
output of eight thousand pounds of dry pulp which was a 
large product for that time. 

The first mill in Neenah was built in 1865-66 by a small 
stock company composed of Hiram and Edward Smith, 
Dr. N. S. Robinson, John Jamison, Moses Hooper and 
Nathan Cobb. The building that was used was known as 
“the old red Neenah mill” and manufacturing was carried 
on successfully under different management for nearly 
ten years. Colonel Haynes, one of the pioneer paper- 
makers of Wisconsin, controlled the mill, which ultimately 
came into possession of the Kimberly & Clark Company. 


At first this mill made from two thousand five hundred to 
three thousand pounds of paper a day. In 1870 the Chi- 
cago Tribune noted that the company “received an order 
for ten tons of paper for the Tribune, made the order and 
shipped it inside of sixty hours.” These were the begin- 
nings, small, indeed, of paper-manufacturing in Wiscon- 
sin. They bear little comparison to the status to which

the industry attained before the end of the century.**

30,000 horsepower. Although there has been some talk of placing 
the new paper mills in operation by March next, the uncertainty 
in making deliveries of machinery from the East under present 
conditions makes it impossible to state just when the first paper 
will be made at Ocean Falls.

Experiments with Flax Tow for Paper Making 
[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.) 

Wasuincton, D. C., November 27, 1916.—The Chief of the 
Bureau of Plant Industry, in his annual report to the Secretary of 
Agriculture, has the following to say about the utilization of flax 
tow for paper making: 

“Commercial tests, conducted in cooperation with a fiber-board 
manufacturer in 1914, demonstrated that domestic flax tow could 
be substituted for imported flax waste in the production of counter 
and toe board used in shoe manufacture. Both the process of 
manufacture and the product were satisfactory, but it was found 
that the price of domestic flax tow made its use commercially im- 
possible. More recent tests have demonstrated that domestic flax 
tow can be used in the production of tough wrapping, flour-sack, 
and cement-sack paper, but again the cost of the flax is prohibitive. 
A tow machine which will produce a better grade of tow contain- 
ing a higher fiber content has been devised. Laboratory tests on 
better grades of tow demonstrated that better paper could be pro- 
duced and that a less expensive process could be employed.”

Paper 


Conditions in the paper market are practically the same as 
recorded last week. The gradual tendency of the situation for 
the past few months has been along lines that did not offer much 
chances to ease the abnormal strain prevailing in the paper in- 
dustry. This tendency is not so acute now, although the situa- 
tion continues stringent. The car shortage problem is growing 
into big and serious proportions. The paper manufacturers are 
finding it very difficult to deliver their product. Because of these 
delays, consumers are becoming very impatient and offer higher 
prices for quick delivery. Their action in the matter has had 
the effect of boosting prices in the paper market. The reserve 
stocks of the mills are all but depleted, and consequently con- 
sumers’ orders are being filled practically from daily produc- 
tion. This is another feature which is keeping orders from 
reaching consumers on time. At present the demand continues 
active for almost every kind of paper and indications point to 
a continuation of this demand. 


The news print situation is firmer than it has been of late. 
The cause of this steadiness is attributed to the announcement 
of the International Paper Company’s 1917 prices for news at 
3.10 f. o. b. mill. Otherwise the news situation has not registered 
any essential change. Consumption continues large, but indica- 
tions are that news print demand has reached its crest and will 
not increase very much more. In case, however, of an export 
tax being levied by the Canadian Government, the available 
supply of news in the United States will be reduced to such an 
extent that, regardless of the present demand standing still, the 
domestic mills will be hard pressed to supply consumers’ wants. 

The lull in the tissue market continues. Dealers report prices 
as remaining firm, and state that very few transactions have 
been made at advance figures. Tissue men are united in the 
opinion regarding the expected holiday boom in the tissue mar- 
ket. They expect this holiday season activity to commence on 
or near December 1. White tissue continues to enjoy a fair 
demand and good prices are being obtained for this grade. The 
demand for cheap writing paper grows each day. The high 
prices quoted on the best grades tend to scare away business 
for that variety. The apparent tendency of this market is to 
advance in prices. Bonds and ledgers continue to enjoy heavy 
demand. The book-paper .market is sold up to such an extent 
that it is absolutely impossible to buy a pound of this article for 
1917. Wrappings have advanced according to grades. 


Sulphite 

Last week’s survey of the sulphite situation showed a slight 
slackening in the abnormal demand that has characterized this 
market for such a lengthy period. The mills have sold out 
practically their whole outputs for the coming year, conse- 
quently consumers realize the futility of trying to place orders. 
Those who are protected by contracts apparently choose to use 
their supply and resort to the open market, rather than pay the 
exorbitant prices quoted. 

Foreign pulp is not reaching these stores in any big quantities 
and this is another reason for the decrease in demand. 


Sulphate 


Trading has slumped considerably in this market, due to the 
acute shortage of sulphate. The mills are flooded with orders 
and continue to work overtime in their vain attempt to catch up 
with the present conditions. The past seven days has not 
witnessed any material change in this market. 


Ground Wood 


Because of the sold up condition existing in this market it js 
practically impossible to place orders for this article. Indica- 
tions point to an advance in prices. 


Rags 
Hope is the keynote in this market. The future is bright and 
all dealers are anticipating activities to begin at any date. Roof. 
ings continue to show improvement. No. 1 whites have not ex- 
perienced any change. 


Bagging and Rope 
The bagging situation has not experienced any material change, 
Very little activity has been reported. Rope is very difficult to 
buy. Some good shipments from abroad, however, are reported,
